Now that the pitiful st^ry of meningitis is ended 


—for the curative efficiency of the Flexner serum Is 
scientifically established, ^nd,It has taken its place 
alongside vaccine and diphtheria • antitoxin—It i» 
pleasant to recall that -the scourge barely outlived 
a, century. The first epidemic that we know of 
broke out in. Switzerland in 1806, and exactly one 
hundred years. later Dr. Simon Flexner Was pffl-

ehtJW. conquest of "spotted fever." 
There are no disheartening .pages in the closing 


chapter of the stu«j of-meningitis. In September, 
1908, Dr. Flexner was able to announce that *36 
cases of meningitis had been treated vith the serum 
in various pans of the -world. Of this number 43 
cases were properly eliminated from analysis, for 
one reason or another. Of the remaining 39S c»*es 
tin all of which bacteriological examination of fluid 
drawn from the spinal canal had demonsuated the 
presence of the diplococcus) 295 had recovered asHl 
98 had died. The. percentage of recoveries was, 
therefore, 75 and the mortality was ^S ^er cent. 
Perhaps the most striking -result was shown In 


the case of babies. Epidemic meningitis has been 
uniformly fatal to infants under the age of ene 
year. The author'of 4 famous text-book on the dl«7 
eases of children <Dr. Holt) reports that, of the 
twenty cases under one year treated In his hos- 
pital wards, not one recovered. But In ths series 
of 393 cases treated with the Flexner 
twenty-two were Infants under one year of 
and half of them recovered. 
The investigations cost a very large amoqnt of 


money and the loss oi' some animal life about 
twenty-five monkeys and ft hundred^ fuinea-plgs. 
The eventual saving of human life is incalculable. 
Incidentally, the outcome will probably act as a 
check upon mischievous legislation growing o'ut ot 
the unintelligent sentimentalitieslof those who 'woujd 
prevent animal experimentation/of all k\pds. There 
are'still legrsTators who. see the wisdom of prelim- 
inary expei Intents being made upon .guinea-pigs 
aiid monkeys Instead of on human beings.

This bocinue Is able to. live for a 


certain length of time After leaving Its 
host, Jhe^yjctiin of typhoid, in the 
clothing of the "person, or the bed, es- 
pecially when such material Is Soiled 
with any of the discharges.

It Is 
very resistant to low temperatures and 
retains vitality for an indefinite length

It follows that typhoid spreads in 


water," in ice, from lakes, streams or 
reservoirs, Whenever such sources me 
contaminated with typhoid discharges. 
That they multiply in water lias Sot 
>eew proven, nor :d.o we know how long 
:he individual bacillus may continue to 
live in a .given, water-supply; appar- 
ently they Ihe longer in a eompara- 
.ively pure water than in a water more 


impregnated -With .bacterial 


ife. 
They also live longer in wells, 


cisterns and dark places than In those 
more readily accessible to air and 
ight. 


This being true an rlnfected water 


supply ought to purify Itself in time, 
unless fresh infection occurs, and so 
cease-to be a-factor In the spread of 
typhoid fever. 
As this bacillus is capable of «xist- 


tng hi surfaced soil, any currejit ot 
air capable of moving any portion of 
such jMll in the form of dust becomes 
an active .disseminator of typhoid. This 
dust may settle upon any form of food 
or water and be readily tn ken With 
such into the alimentary canal. 


Uncooked vegetables may carry upon 


theiri surfaces, either from water .tised 
upon them, from du^t •o.-hioh h^= flptti«>H 
upon them, or from the hands to which 
they .have been subjected, 'the bacillus 
typhosus, and thus help to-' spread 
typhoid fever. 
Milk forms sin oxeellent. culture for 


typhoid germs. ~Once infected, it setrves 
to multiply the bacilli, and hence is 
more dangerous than water as~a means 
of dissemination. 


Fliea-,act as distributers .whenever 


they are allowed access to typhoid ma- 
terial and subsequent access to food 
or water; 


In children's hospitals, especially In 


the fernals wards, typhoid germs may 
be conveyed from patient to patient in 
the bathrooms by means of wash 
cloths and .towels. 
Nature guards with jealous 'care the 


preservatlpn of the species. TO the

methods In aur treatment of typhoid 
Infection.

Napoleon in caricature is one of the 


Indeed Euro- 
pean political caricature from 1798 un- 
til 1815 may be said to have been Na- 
poleon. Although in* France this form 
of pictorial art was rigidly suppressed. 
Gillray and Rbwjandson In England 
and a score of artists In Germany and 
Austria were depicting the great 'em- 
peror as the most infamous of mon- 
sters. 


The first known caricature of Bona- 


parte was drawn years before the first 
consulate, when the Bourbons still sat 
upon the throne of France. It is re- 
produced In Norwood Young's "The 
Growth of.
